SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled video recording also known as Anal Orgasms. Fisting. Squirting. Pissing. 
Amature. (also known as Anal Orgasms, fisting, squirts, pissingamature) is classified 
as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording comprises a feature entitled Bizarre X Handfick Anal Orgasms, 
part of a scene entitled Slave For Fuck, blank screen, and four untitled scenes that 
appear to be home videos of a sexually explicit nature. The title by which the 
publication is known is hand-written on the publication itself. 

The publication has been considered under s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. The feature Bizarre X Handfick Anal Orgasms 
that is contained on the video recording presents a variety of sexual activities with a 
focus on the female participants urinating in a sexual manner while engaging in these 
activities. The content of the video recording is intended for the purposes of sexual 
arousal and titillation and therefore promotes and supports the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, but this 
is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling 
under s3(2) are deemed to be objectionable. 
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
